The Rev. Dr. K. Glen Johnson, the eleventh president 
of Augustana University College, stood down from his post 
at year's end. 

He is the longest-serving president of a Canadian 
institution of higher learning currently in office: he com- 
pleted 28 years as Augustana's chief executive officer at the 
time of his leave-taking. In all this while, Glen has given 
farsighted and stalwart leadership and service. Excellence 
is what he's sought--in the calling and for the institution. 

With vision and will, grace and perseverance, he has 
effected surpassing change at Augustana: a high school 
when he came in January 1968, it is today the vanguard 
among Alberta's privately sponsored universities and col- 
leges. "I came to build a university of and for the church,” 
he has affirmed. One that wouldarise out of, and manifest, 
"a Lutheran identity and mission." As a school of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in Canada, Augustana fulfils 
that aim. 

For his church, he has preserved and renewed one of 
its precious few educational institutions. As he imagined in 
his first report to the board of regents in March 1968, the 
"growth and development of the school will eventually 
exceed even our fondest dreams." 

Even as he led the transformation of his own univer- 
sity, he has devoted the Leadership and service more widely: 
Glen is acknowledged as being the primary and impelling 
force..the pioneer..in the development of the private sector 
of Alberta's post-secondary system. 


"One cannot function in a job like this," 
Augustana's presidentdeclared, "without a helpmate." 
Mrs. Glen Johnson for 37 years, Jo Ann Solem is his 
mainstay: a family friend calls her "his rock". It is 
a role that has required of her "extraordinary 
sacrifice", her husband knows. For her infinite 
support he is much obliged..as is his university. 

As he prepared to leave Augustana, Glen 
wanted all who believe in his university to be 
strengthened in their reslolve, and to strive to fulfil 
its uncommon purpose--to forge servant-leaders. 

Leading the way through service, of course, is 
his own desire. It's also the conduct that he has 
sought to evoke in students. It was he who stated 
anew in 1991 his university's ambition, in these 
memorable words: "The mission of Augustana 
University College is to prepare women and men 
intellectually, morally, and spiritually for leadership 
amd service in church and society, liberating and 
inspiring them with the Christ-like model of the 
leader and servant.” 

A president of a liberal arts college in the 
American Midwest once remarked, "A private college 
would not exist were it not pushed, cared for, worried 
about, laughed at, understood, and enjoyed by those 
who see a little further andl ook a little deeper than 
most of us" 

For seeing a little further and feeling a little 
deeper than most of us, we express to Glen Johnson 
our thankulness, our joy, and our love. Gosdpeed! 
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Beginning September 1, the first 
volunteers started coming back to 
kick off another fantastic year. The 
preperations were made and _ the 
moving crews were buifed. AND 
THEN...POW!! Like a torrential 
cloudburst, the first year students 
poured through Augustana's doors, 
primed and pumped for our opening 
week's activities. Led by their heroic 
0-Team leaders, they discovered the 
essence of Augustana and Camrose 
community life. Beginning with a 
photo scavenger hunt, we went for a 
night at the movies, a talent show, 
Camrose Community Connection '95, 
football, swimming, and ending with 
a nacho and movie night on Friday. 
This 0-Team week was considered 
to be the best one in recent history!!
